1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although the prior art is replete with teachings of aquarium heaters, the prior art does not 
teach to one of ordinary skill in the art, and in combination with the other limitations of the 
independent claims 1 and 17, an adjustable heater for aquarium comprising a switch comprising 
fixed contacts and moving contacts wherein the moving contacts are secured to a free end of the 
bimetal strip, the other end of bimetal strip being electrically insulated to prevent current passing 
through it, an adjustment means being provided which act on the elastic connecting member to 
vary the preloading on the latter and position the free end of bi-metal strip and escapement 
means for maintaining the fixed and moving contacts in a mutually connected condition.
